PROPOSED-TRADE WITH FRANCE | 
AND GERMANY. 


THE MANSION HOUSE AONACH, 
A meeting of the Council of she Dublin In- 
dustrial Development Association was held ai 
the offices, 12 Molesworth street, on Monday 
night, Mr. M. O'Dea, President, in the chair. 
The Chairman of the Foreign Trade Com- 
mittee made a statement regarding the recent 
visit of the director of a French line of shipr ing 
who had been invited by the Foreign 1. ade 
Committee to confer with them regarding the 
establishment of a regular Franco-lIrish line. 
The report of the negotiations was considered 
as very satisfactory so far. Correspzondence 
with reference to an export trade to Germany 
was read and dealt with, and the Vice-President 
made a very interesting report as to conditions 
in that country, to which he has recently paid 
a brief visit. His view wae that the dis- 
organisation of traffic, consequent on depleted 
rolling stock and shortage of chal, which also 
affecta the output of the factories in Germany, 
together with the low value of the mark, makes 
trading somewhat difficult at present, but, in 
his opinion, conditions are daily improving, and 


brief period. 

A correspondent wrote that a supply of oats, 
which be had arranged to ship to a Belgian 
firm at a satisfactory price, was still on his 
hands, as he had been refused an export. licence 
by the War Trade Department. A similar 
embargo prevents the export of almost all 
goods of which the country has an exportable 
surplus, such as hides, wool, and certain food- 
stuffs. Mr. J. L. Fawsitt, writing from New 
York, sent the addresses of firms anxious: to 
Obtain supplies of raw wool, while other en- 
quiries from the Continent also reached the 
Council, tegether with many applications from 
diferent parta of the country for information 
as to markets for Various classes of wool, 

A northern correspondent applied for in 
formation with regard to the establishment and 
prospects of a woollen factory in Co, Down, the 
capital for which is available locally. The 
Secretary was directed to give all possible 
asmetance, 

A County Kerry correspondent, ebserving that 
there ia an import trade in coffins, desired w 
be put in touch with firms prepared io assist 
the home trade,, as he is in a position to 
supply a pone of the demand. 

Mr. W. Butler, Paris, applied fer various 
statistica Sú Boe to Irish trade, particularly 
details of the extra cost of transport involved 
in sending Continental goods to Ireland via 
English ports. As much of this information is 
not readily available, the Council will be glad | 
of information from importers and exporters 


who can supply particulars from personal ex- 


perience.

But when it comes 
to making light of lawiessness, honest laymen 
stand bewildered—a bewilderment ‘incre 
when bishops, instead of restraining the lower 
clergy, appear to urge them onward. The 
bishop, it may be said, springs fron the same 
class of society, but he is litted to a height 
from which a wider vision is expected, and a 
more exalied standard should be held forth. 
Yet all that good conduct gets from him ts & 
formal kind of jip«ervice, while the actual 
crimes of the moment arc set down to mis- 
government—the róle of the politician. 

The sxziom that misgovernment breeds 
criminals is. neither new por helpful. Their 
lordships might as well tell us that the sun 
seis in the west. Evil doers are eneouraged, 
not restrained, by such mere platitudes. What 
simple Catholics demand—what they have 4 
right to ecxpect—from their ecclesiastical 
governors is a plain condemnation of the out-, 
rages which disgrace their country, and which 
no amount of misgovernment, real 
imaginary, justifies. What, for instance, has 
Archbishop Walsh to do with the misdeeds of 
the Prime Minister, or the Lord Lieutenant, or 
the Chief Secretary? He is not. responsible 
for them. They owe him no obedidhee. He 
owes to them mo guidance. But he owes to 
those who accept his spiritual authority good 
advice and moral counsel. Did St. Paul blame 
Roman governors for the failings of early 
Christians? No, he told them their own short- 
comings in no mincing words, as his Grace may, 
perhaps, remember.’ Nations have risen and 
fallen since that time, but Christianity is still 
with us. It is greater than nationality. Other 
most reverend prelates harp on foreign dress 
and fashions, as if these were of more im- 
portance in our present sea of troubles than 
to vindicate the Decalogue. “Foreign dress,” 
forseoth, from a bishop in Roman pontificals! 

As Catholic constitutionalists have no longer 
a daily paper, may I ask the Jrish Times to 
allow me to add a word on the Church of 
Jreland prelates? I speak with respect of 
| admire their frank 
disapproval of outrage. Yet 1 cannot help 
ee ee me!—-that when they pro: 
nounced condemnation they had more than an 
inkling that it did ‘wot affect their own people, 
that these crimes which they condemn were not 
done at all by Protestants, That somewhat 
cheapens the censure.
